Diese] engines have been brought 
into service on Canada's two large 
railway lines. Company officials 
point out that the diesel is more eco: | 
nomical, takes less upkeep, is cap- 
able of hauling heavier loads faster 
than the faithful old puffing steam 
engine. 

But a person cannot see the old 
blackened steaming engine leave} 
our way of life without a touch of | 
nostalgia, There was always some: | 
thing glamorous about the engineer | 
and his fireman; something very | 
friendly in the wave of their loved | 
hands to the group of children play- 
ing alongside the right-of-way. | 

The noise of the old locomotive | 
hissing of escaped steam; even the 
trail of dirty cinder ash left in the 
wake of blackened smokestack ex- 
cited the imagination of the young: 
sters. There is hardly a man liv- 
ing today but who at one time in 
his young days, had = romantic} 
thoughts of being at the throttle of 
a six-wheel drive locomotive pound.

Plant Diseases: During the last 
month or two we have been asked 
by numerous farmers to investigate 
| tor them what appeared to be crop 
damage resulting from the use of 
2.4-D weed killers. Oats scemed to 
suffer more damage than wheat ot 
barley, Larain oats in particular 
appear to be most susceptible to in 
jury. The fields we were asked to 
investigate appeared to develop 
normally and showed no apparent 
}injury until harvest time, when 
there were some empty kernels on 
every head, What looked like a nor- 
mal kernel had nothing but the 
hull. This, of course, cut the yield to 
|} some extent in several cases. 
| Mr. Harry Leggett, agronomist, 
Lacombe Experimental Station, ac. | 
companied me on some of these in 
vestigations. He states that in his | 
experimental work carried out at| 
Lacombe last year they found ex: | 
lactly the same conditions and re- 
sults) prevalent) on Larain 
where 2.4-D was not used. 

Mr. Leggett says that in a year of 
abnormal rainfall, followed by high 
temperatures during the early part 
of the growing season, a severe form

This will re 
sult in the heads being very light. 
because plant food has been cut off 
because of the diseased condition of | 
the roots. Dr. L. E, Tyner, plant | 
pathologist, University of Alberta, | 
also examined a plant specimen 
and corroborates Mr, Leggett in this 
opinion, He said the organism in 
volved in this case of disease is mos! 
likely “fusarium.” 

Wheat plants submitted to both 
the University of Alberta and the 
University of Saskatchewan were 
affected with either “take-all” 
Which is also a plant disease, o1 
“Septoria Glume Blotch.” 

The conclusion is that we should 
not be too ready to condemn 2.4-D 
in the cases we investigated it ap 
parently was not the cause of the 
trouble.

Barley Entries 


Results of the campaign for pro- 
duction of higher quality barley in 
western Cunada is retiected in the 
1952 entry list for the National Bar- 
ley Contest, 

The competition initiated by the 
brewing and malting industry in 
184G and continued annualy since 


Alberta, As in former years 
each contestant is required to enter 
a minimum carload of 1,667 bushels. 

Even with only two of the three 
provinces total entries are 
near the peak of former years, There 
have been 1,093, 581 from Alberta 
and 512 from Manitoba, 

Of the total number more than 
100 have been by growers not en- 
tered in any previous contest, 

Up to September 30 there were 
151 carloads shipped, 102 from Man- 
itoba and 49 from Alberta, Up to 
the present all the cars graded into 
(the malting grades, 

The high percentage of new con- 
testants evidences co-operation of 
“rowers to achieve the objective 
sponsors of the contest had in mind, 
Aside from providing cash awards 
for regional, provincial and inter- 
provincial winners, the brewing and 
malting industry founded by the 
Barley Improvement Institute and 
each year provides scholarships in 
six Canadian universities for work 
in barley research. 

This year the allocation for this 
work is $20,940 of which $12,440 is

RABIES IN ALBERTA 

A strict program of quarantine 
kept Canada relatively free of the 
| dread rabies disease until recently, 
when it broke out among the foxes 
and wolves in the Fort Vermilion 
area of northern Alberta, and a 
number of cattle, swine, horses and 
dogs were bitten and infected by 
the wild animals. Federal and prov- 
incial officials and the’ R.C.M.P. 
Went into action immediately, vac- 
| cinated all dogs, destroyed all ani- 
mals showing symptoms of rabies 
and quarantined premises where 
the disease was suspected, Simul- 
| taneously, they spread information 
would

of rabies. Medical doctors were 
warned so they could be ready 
should a human require treatment, 


know the cause, 


mitted to humans and other ani- 
mals by the bite of a diseased ani- 
mal, It attacks the nervous system 
and a paralysis, often fatal, results. 
Because it can be transmitted only 
by a bite, or, in rare instances, by 
the saliva of an infected animal 
entering an open wound, quaran- 
tine measures can usually stop an 
epidemic in its tracks, with the co- 
operation of the people in the dan- 
ger area, With wild animals, quar- 
antine is dificult and the R.C.M.P. 
and provincial officials in Alberta 
are considering the possibility of 
reducing the fox and wolf popula- 
tion in that province. 

Even with this incident, Canada's 
record for rabies is still small, In 
| the United States, the disease kills 
{an average of 30 humans a year 
{and an annual $5,000,000 loss in 
| livestock.
